felt compelled to postpone the elec- 
tions.

voting for or being candidates as dele- 
gates to the Assembly. 


The elections were finally held last 


April, and the women not only voted 
in large number.-, but several 
were 


elected as delegates, two from Petach 
Tikvah, the oldest Jewish agricultu- 
ral settlement in Palestine.

suit of the election on the whole, wil 
give to the labor elements of the lam 
a majority of the delegates.

.-auction of Sir Herbert L. Samuel, 
iJnti-h High (."ommissionei- to Pales- 
tine, will also be called upon to estab- 
l i s h the status and functions, of the 
courts of arbitration. 


The last prior date \\hich had been 


lixed loi the meeting 
of this 
body 


was May 6. but on that day Jerusalem 
was recovering fiom a bloody clash 
between the Arabs and the Jews. The 
Hiilitaiy 
authorities 
theieupon for- 


bade the convening ol' the Assembly, 
owing to fear that it would serve to 
create more friction and possibly lead 
to new riots. 


The plan for the constituent assem- 


bly was worked out at several prelim- 
inary conferences of lepresentatives 
of 
all political parties in Jewish 


Palestine during the winter of 1918 
and it was hoped that its first meeting 
could be held during the 
following 


spring. 
But the ultra-rligious ele- 


ments in Palestine's Jewry held that 
tiie extension of suffrage to women on 
a basis of equality with male voters 
was in violation of tradition. 
The 


agitation against universal 
suffrage 


wus so strong that the Zionist Com- 
mission, • umler whose auspices 
the 


preliminary conferences had been-held 
felt compelled to postpone the elec- 
tions. 
They made it clear, however, 


that it would not yield to the demand 
that women be excluded from either' 
voting for or being candidates as dele- 
gates to the Assembly. 


The elections were finally held last 


April, and the women not only voted 
in large numbers, but several 
were 


elected a.« delegates, two from Petach 
Tikvah, the oldest Jewish agricultu- 
ral settlement in Palestine. 
The re- 


sult of the election on the whole, will 
give to the labor elements of the land 
a majority of the delegates.
